Death in hotel fire 



CAIRO, March 2, (Agendes): Police 
said a 1 7th body was found to^y in 
the debris of the Hdiopolis S^raton 
HoteL There was uncertainty over 
tbe fate of three American guests at 
the bumed-out hotel, and three 
Britons were reported missing. 

Meantime, the US emhawyciiH an 
American victim of the fire was ten- 
tatively idendfled as a 61-year-old 
Houston man who bad been in Egypt 
only hours when the fire i^ted early 
yesterday. And in London, the 
Foreign Office said a British victim 
had been identified but relatives not 
yet notified. 

The fire, set off by spa^ from a 
peasant-type bread oven in a tourist 
tent, raged for nine hours through 
tbe Sheratou's lobby aod many of its 
630 rooms. Strong winds, common at 
thb time of year in Egypt, »nri the 
lack of an alarm system orsprinklers, 
were blamed for tbe fire’s rapid 
spread. 

Co). Ahmed Harb, the Heliopolis ‘ 
area police cfaier, said the body found 
this morning had not been idmtified, 
tbe seventh victim whose identity is 
unknown. He said those, found and 
identified yesterday were three 
Finns, three French, a Gmk and 
three Americans. 

Tbe director of Cairo's central 
morgue, Dr Kamal AI 5 ta«rf!w«i, said 
be received bodies of 1 7 victims, 

1 4 orwhomdied (>fburns:^ three of 
asphyxia. 

Remains of five women stiD have 
not been identified, be said. The oth- 
ers were a Greek, 8 Briton, a Cbiimn 
and three nationals each of France, 
iMnland and tbe United States. 

But a US embassy spokeswoman 
said only one American was confir- 
med dea^ although ttuee were unac- 
counted for. The discFn>an<ty was 
unexplained, as was tbe mfrcreocc in

Forensic and explosives experts 
told Cairo television there was no 
evidenoeofsabotageof arson in tbe 
blaze. 

Tourism Mimsttf Fouad Saltan 
told reporters 1,000 people were in 

Sheraton when the fire broke out 
in a tented coffee shop at 1 am and 
^read quickly to the botd lobby. 

Many guests leapt from windows 
to esca^ some clutching cbildren or 
pushing them oat and jumping after 
them. 

“I saw forrigners dutehing chil- 
dren jump ftom the sixtir floor,” said 
Egyptian housewife Nadia Ahmed 
BafagaL 

Bahgat said she was feeding her 
montfahoU baby in a first floor zoom 
when she smelled smoke. She pushed 
her three chOdfcn out of tbe snndow 
and then jumped after them.

Iranians kidnap Kuwait’s fishermen 


A KUWAITI daily has reported that armed Iranian 
men seized two men on a fishing expedition from 
Kuwmt with their boat. 

Theraper said tbe incident took place five days 
ago in Gulf waters near the island of Ouheh, some 30 
loioinetres (18 miles) southeast of Kuwait City. 

One of the two people seized was a Kuwaiti while 
the other was a Kuwaiti resident without citizen 
status. 

The relatives of the two men seized in this latest 
incident reported the inddent to Kuwait's Foreign 
Ministry, but there has been no official comment. 

The paper quoted fishermen who managed to 
escape as saying that “two I ranian boats manned by 


aimed men, in plain clothes, stormed the area and 
of^ed fire on people fishing there with the aim of 
seizing their boats.” 

The fishermen were quoteed as saying they all 
managed to escape except for the two men who were 
abductedalong with their boaiand taken toward the 
Iranian cost. 

The inddent is the second of its kind since the 
August 1988 ceasefire in the Iraq-Iran war brought 
improving ties between Iran and Kuwait. 

Last y^, a Kuwaiti Coast Guard vessel along 
with its eight-man crew was seized, after straying 
into Iranian waters in chase of a number of illegal 
infiltrators.

US urged to be ready to pull bases out of Philippines 


WASHINGTON, March 2, (UPI); Members 
of Congress encouraged Defence Secretary 
Dick Cheney yesterday to look for alter- 
natives to the US naval and air bases in the 
Philippines, with one u^ng a critical jab at 
President Corazon Aquino. 

*'[ reaUy do not know what Mrs Aquino 
was up to,^* an obviously irrated congressman 
William Broomfield, Republican of 


Michigan, told Cheney. 

“She not only snubbed you," Broomfield 
said, “but she snubbed the entire (bloc of) 
members of Congre^ who have been strong 
supporters of the Philippines.” 

Broomfleld, the ranking Republican on the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, was refer- 
ring to Aquino’s refusal to meet with Cheney 
during his virit to the Philippines last month. 


Cheney was testifying before the panel on his 
1991 budget ^uest. 

Aqiuno said at the time she would not meet 
with Cheney because US news media bad 
reported that other Bush administration 
officials who had visited her had told her to 
get hergovemmeat in order. 

Cheney did not respond directly to Broom- 
field’s criticism of Aquino.

f.nidal reports said the quake, 
measuring S.S on the Richter 
& ale. had struck a 1 SO-mile (240 
krn) coastal stretch from New- 
port Beach south of Los Angeles 
to Santa Barbara in the norUi. 

But as ahershocks shuddered 
t-hrovigh the region, rqiorts of 
damage came in from as far 
south as the Mexican border and 
from 80 miles (130 km) iitland at 
Last; Vegas and Palm Springs, an 
areat of some 13,000 square miles 
(34, 000 square km). 

A.t least 17 aftershocks were 
felt within four hours of the main 
qua.ke. The California office of

TOKYO, March 2, (UPI): Japan 
appears ready to return to China 
a leader of last yev’s democracy 
demonstrations in Hanaiimen 
Square who hi^uked a plane to 
escape persecution, the hijack- 
er’s attorneys said today. 

“It is most likely Zhang Zhen- 
hai will be executed as well as 
subjected to torture and 
inhuman treatment if he is 
extradited to China,” said Mak- 
oto Kondo, one of five Japanese 
lawyers who have volunteered to 
defend Zhang.

Takako Doi, the charismatic 
chairwoman of the Japan Social- 
ist Party and a symbol of tbe 
emergence of woman power, said 
at the lime “a mountain has 
moved,” but several women 
leaders interviewed yesterday 
said it feels as though the moun- 
tain is moving back.

On Feb 1 8, the all-male slateof 
Liberal Democratic Party can- 
didates won a solid majority in 
the powerful lower house of the 
parliament.

WASHINGTON. March 2, (Reuter): World- 
wide narcotics production ro^ed record levels 
last year, and corruption in some nations ham - 
pered efforts to stop major drug dealers, the US 
Slate Department reported yesterday. 

"Opium and coca production increased, nar- 
cotics trafTtcking increased, and corruption and 
programme inefTectiveness eroded potential 
gains against international drug trafTickine 
organfsations.” the report said. 


President George Bush has said he ^ves the 
war against drugs his priority and last month 
attended a one-day drug summit in Colombia 
with the leaders of Colombia, Peru and Bolivia. 

Acknowledging that the Unit^ Stales is the 


world’s largest market for illegal drugs, tbe 
report noted that high production bad spurred 
traffickers to expand thdr territory into other 
nations. 

“It is in the US interest to focus its attention on 
both sujjply and demand woild-wideand to ke^ 
clearly m mind that rising demand in other coun- 
tries can undermine our co-opmtive ^ort to 
reduce the production and distribution of ill^al 
drugs.” 

Good growing conditions spurred production 
of opium in Burma and Guatemala, the report 
said, while “flagging political will and corrup- 
tion” hampered drug prevention in Botivia, 
Thailand, Laos, Syria aiio the Bahama*

sion has announced readiness to 
shoulder full responsibilities for buil- 
ding comprehensive peaa on basis of 
the proclamation of the independent 
stateofPalestine.withthcHolyQods 
(Jerusalem) as its capital, and other 
international rights and obligations 
the proclamation entails. 

“Israel must be pressured to stop 
its brutal crimes against the Palestin- 
ian people who are figbUng for 
libenv and dignity.

He afTirmed that Israel could not 
swim for ever against the current of 
world's develofniKDts, nor could it 
afford to resist mountainous waves 
of those dianges. 

The Amir befievod the proposed 
international Mideast peace con- 
ference, which received the support 
of moetof M'orkrscountries,oouJo be 
the legitimate framework for reach-' 
me it permanent :ind just settlement 
for (he PaJesdnian question. 

The Amir described the Kuwaiti- 
Soviet relations as strong and fiater- 
nal, characterised by mutual respect 
and based on the principles of inter- 
national co-operation to fuini 
interests of both countries. 

He said strong links between 
Kuwait and the Soviet Union proved 
beyond doubt that countries wnth dif- 
ferent poUtical systems can establish 
fairly cordial lies based on common 
benefits and without undertnining 
interests of both sides. 

The Amir said the joint pemanent 
Kuwaiti-Soviet Commission for 
Econoiruc, Scientinc and Technical 
Co-operalion was trying .ta bolster 
bilau^ co-cpcratioo, cspedally in . 
oiL, gas and investment sectors bet- 
ween two countries. 

The Amir rc-afllrmed Kuwait's 
keenness on boosting trade e.\changc 
with the Soviet Union and noted that 
there were extensive potentials for 
co-operation between Kuwaiti and 
Soviet establishments to set up joint 
ventures. 

Reviewing K uwail's foreim policy 
firm and stable principles toe Amir 
asserted that Kuwait fully adheres to 
toe Non-Aligned Movement's prin- 
ciples. stays away from international 
conflicts and foreign alliances, and 
rejects building foreign miUiary 
hues on*' territories of other coun- 
tries. 

“Kuwait also resists apartheid and 
occupying lands by force and sup- 
ports national liberation movements 
tn the world, in compliance with the 
prindples of the UN chaner.'* HH 
said. 

Sheikh Jaber underlined that there 
were unprecedented chances for 
pcuoe and development before the 
world in [he decade ofthe'^due to 
preseni jimosphere of mteniaijonai 
detente. But he said the world is fac- 
ing at the same time enormous new 
challenges prompted by current 
political, economic, social, tech- 
nological and environmental 
developments. 

He urged world leaders and those 
assuming leading posts in various 
countries to strive for creating 
appropriate conditions for emer- 
gency of a new dawn in international 
relations. 

The Amir referred also to social 
problems facing the world and 
ecological and d'rugs traTHcking 
come in the foremost along with 
international terrorism which 
threatens human values and norms. 

Sheikh Jaber recalled the 
proposals he oflered for resolving 
Third World debt problems during 
his address before the UN Generm 
Assembly in September 1 9S8, and the 
initiative he made in this connection 
one year later before the non-aligned 
summit in Belgrade last September. 

He said those propos^, which 
envisage writing off interests of 
debts, cancelling part of the prin- 
cipals and convening an inter- 
national coaTcFence for debtor and 
donor states to resolve the problem, 
still represent the best means for han- 
dling the issue. 

The Amir expressed ooncem over 
the widening gap between industrial 
and developing nations, noting that 
while world debts were on constant 
increase, price of raw materials were 
continuously decUniog, a fact that 
aggravated the situation.

BRUSSELS. March 2, (Kuna); 
The Belgian Minister of Foreign 
Trade Robert Uibein said here 
today his country and Kuwait 
wiQ 'enter a new stage of econ- 
omic co-operauon aner the ag- 
natdre of several accords bet- 
ween the two governments.

signing an agreement on the 
prevention of dual taxation 
which will eventually have 
positive consequences on the 
exchange of investments.

“Personally. I have refrained 
from visiting Iraq and Iran dur- 
ing the years of the war to avoid 
giving the impression that we 
stand with one c^p against the 
other, Urbain maintained. 

But now after: ceasefire, 
Urbain said Bel^um is hoping 
that its neutrality will allow itio 
participate in the reconstruction 
and developnseot of both coun- 


tries. 

The Belgian minister said it is 
“normal” that the Third World 
countries are concerned about 
the future of economic co-opera- 
tion with the western industrial- 
ised nations in the light of 
developments in Eastern 
Europe. 

“It is normal because since last 
October, week after week, the 
development of east-west rela- 
tions has been on top of the 
west's imemational pnorities,” 
he maintained. 

“But by extending aid to Eas- 
tern European nations in the 
process of their democratisation 
and reforming themselves to 
market economies, we do not 
want to neglect our duties to the 
Third World,” Urbain 
underlined. 

On the medium range, he 
explained, cuts in defence and 
security budgets as a result of an 
east-west detente will provide the 
financial means to continue aid- 
ing the economic development 
programmes in the Third world. 

Urbain said the southern coast 
of the Mediterranean Basin 
should not be concerned about 
the West's economic aid to Eas- 
tern Europe because the ra- 
tions of solidarity and co-opera- 
tion are stronger than any cause 
of change.

AN EXPATRIATE is deported on the order of the Ministry of 
Interior. The residence law No. 1 7/ 1 959 discusses deportation. 

Article 16 stipulates that the Ministry of Interior reserves the 
ri^t to deport any foreigner. To quote: *The Ministry of 
Interior may order in writing the deportation of any alien, even if 
such an alien has obtained a residence penniL 

FiisL* If the alien has been convict^ and consequently the 
court has recommended his dq>OTtaUon. 

Second: If the alien has no visible means of livelihood. 

Third; If the Interior Ministry deems that the public interest, 
public security or the public moral necessitates thedqmrtation of 
the alien.” 

Article 19 stipulates that an alien who has been deported is not 


permitted to return to Kuwait unless a special permission has 
beeng 


1 granted by the Ministry of Interior. 

The residenoelaw does notprovide any guideline on the period 
after which a dqmrtee can re-enter KuwaiL 

Article 20 says a foreigner can expelled from Kuwait by the 
order of the Ministry of Interior if be 1^ no valid residence, if he 
has not obtained one or the period of bis residence permit has 
expired. However, he may return to Kuwait if he satisfies the 
r^uirements of entry conditions in accordance with the prov- 
isions of the residence law. 

You can write to the Ministry of Interior, asking for |»rdon 
and seeking permission for your friend to re-enter Kuwmt, and 
they will decide the matter on merits of the case. 

A deportation issue here 'prevents an alien from entering 
Kuwait. It does not a^ply to other Gulf coimtries; and a person 
deported in Kuwait is not prevented from entering other Gulf 
countries.

RENT LAW, 35/1978; Article 8 stipulates that the landlord 
“undertakes to maintain the leased, immovable property during 
the term of the lease and carry out the neo»s^ repairs, par- 
ticularly the maintenance of the roof, stairs, lifls, water pipes and 
any leakage of the drainage and sq>tic tanks. In the event of his 
delay to do so after due notification, accordingly, the tenant may 
secure a permit from the judicial authority to carry out the said 
work and then deduct the relevant costs from the renL However, 
in case themaintenance costs nreched a substantia] amount to the 
extent that the tenant is overbur^ed with the same, the oUiga- 
tion of the tenant shall be limitwi to a suitable extent as estimated 
1^ the competent jud^, where the rent of the said property and 
the term of its occupation .shall be taken into consmeratioD. 
Consequently, the tenant shall either revoke the lease or bear any 
amount excee^gsuch a limit.” 

So, the law says that the landlord undertakes to rqilace and 
maintun major jobs like roofs, stairs, lifls, water pipes and the 
sewage network. And if the owner does not do this, the tenant has 
the nght to get pennission from the court to fix the and 
deduct the amount from the rent What you can do is file a case 
against the owner, and the tenant who is Uving on the top floor, 
/md. ask the judge to give you the permission to fix the roof, and 
get the money from any one of the two who is responsible^ the 
court wfll detennine responsibility. This must be done at once. 
An o^iector will visit the apartment, to ttetennine respon- 
aUlity. But you must take action as soon as possible. This is not 
only for you. but for the entire building.

Two years Rl for illegal alien 


THE Criminal Court has ordered the imprisonment 
with hard labour and subsequent deportation of 
man charged with illegally staying in the country, 
and UlegaTentiy of a house. 

The court heard that the man tried to evade 
running into plainclothes policemen who were 
checking the residence permit of some pedestrians, 
as his h^ expired since Jime 1 2, 1 989. 

He slipped over the balcony of a nearby flat and 


the maid cau^t si^t of hnn and woke up ter 
Dlield him in the house until the poUce 


employer who! 
came to pick him up. 


The court sentenced him to two years in jail with 
hard labour for the first cha^e and one month with 


hard labour to be followed by deportation on the 
second charge. 

■ TheCrimmalCourihassentencedtwoKuwaitis 
to one year in jail whh hard labour each and a third, 
non-Kuwaiti to a similar period with subsequent 
deponaiioo. 

The court was told that a plainclothes security 
officer had offered marked ^lice money to the 
defendant as a price for two bottles of liquor, and 


upon delivery he had him arrested. 

The defen^t revealed his source and the police 
issued a warrant to search his residence where he 
found five bottles of liquor and KD3S0 of which SO 
were marked police cash. 

The second admitted that some of the contraband 
belonged to their third partner and that they used 
the material for their personal use and never inten- 
ded it for sale. 

The court based its ruling on the confesrion of the 
first two suspects and overlooks! the denial of the 
third. 

■ The Criminal Court has decided to refrain from 
ruling against five men charged with beating up 
another who failed to pay them KD5 each for doing 
some building work. 

The court beard that the victim had hired the five 
defendants to bi^ a 1 7-metre wall on fais residence 
for him, but refused to pay them the amount agreed 
upon and gave them oitiy 1^20. 

To get their money, threeof them dragged him out 
of his car and the other two beat him up and 
snatched the money from him.

Army battles rebels 


Catastrophe 
in the making 

NAIROBI, Kenya, (AP): Ethiopia and rebels in its nortbemmost 
province of Eritrea are lodced in rattle for a sniali, steamy Red Sea port 
that represents a door oflife for starving millions. 

President Men^tu Haile Mariam has called the stniggle for Mass- 
awa a “Eght to the death" to prevent the collapse of one third of his 
army and the secession of Eritrea. 

But on the outcome of the battle also hands the face of an estimated 4 
million people in northern Ethiopia in peril of starring to death in the 
next few months. 

*"It's grim," said one Western. irtef worker. ''We're looking at a 
catastrophe in the making. " 

The United Nations had hoped to ship most of 1.1 million tons of 
donor food throu^ Massawa to feed drought victims in Eritrea and 
neighbouring Tigre, WoUo and Gondor provinces. 

But with each passing day of massive, but seemingly hicondusive 
fighting b&tweeo government forces and the Eritrean people's libera- 
b'on ironL that hope ihdes. 

The Eritrean rraels, brealdng an almost year-long de facto ceasefire, 
attacked Mengjstu's 2nd Army along a 200-xnile (320-ldlometre) front 
on Fi^ 8. I 

\K^diin two da^, the r^)ds daimed the capture of Massawa. 

Without specmcally denying the clum, me government in Addis 
Ababa said fighting for the pod was continuing. The rebels later 
accu^ the government of sheeting Massawa to heavy artillery, 
bomb and napalm attacks. 

Rebels 

The rebels contended as recendy as lari Thursday that they still 
controlled the port, but both si<te have had little to say about the 
fitting for more than a week. > 

Since each side normally crows about victories, diplomats and other 
observers in Addis Abara take the absence of battlefield reports to 
mean the battle for the port continues. 

On Feb 1 7, in an unprecedented burst of candour, Mengistu said his 
2nd Army faced ooU^se and Eritrea would secede if the rebels gained 
control of Massawa. 

We have no alternative but to f^t to the death," Mengistu told his 
armed forces in a radio and television broadcasL 

**What we don't know is whether the port is going to be usatde, no 
matter whose hands it winds up,*' said the Western relief worieer. "It 
presumably has been badly damaged." 

Diplomats and aid officials interviewed by telephone from Nairobi 
would not speak for attribution. Th^ must d^ mtb Mengistu's 
government and are leeiy of offending it. 

Ethiopia fields Africa's largest army, an estimated 315,000 men, 
most 01 them 'ill-trained and poor jOBOtuated-peasant conscripts.- 


Between 120,000 and 130,000 are assigned to the 2nd Army, whidi has 
borne the brunt of a 28-ycar-old secessionist war by the Eritrean rebels. 

Strengtli 

The International Bistitnte for Stirate^ Studies, a London think- 
tank. puts the strength of the Eritrean rebels at about 30,000, but they 
are known to be well armed, mostly ^th captured weapons, aiod highly 
discipline. 

In the first few days of fitting for Massawa and .the road that 
connects it with the prorindal caintd of Asmara, the rebels claim to 
have Idlkd, captured or wounded 12,000 government soldiers and 
seized 72 Soviet-made tanks, 22 artflkry pieces and tons of small aims. 
They also say they sank 12 EtbiopunNavy craft in or near the port 

As ports go, Massawa isn't mudi •>— a duster ofwhitewadied stone 
buildings of mostly Islamic ardiitectw, narrow streets and a popula- 
tion of 19,400. 

But it is one of only two ports of Ethiopna's Red Sea coast, has two 
deep-water berths and, until the rebels began their ofifeosh^ was the 
main northern gateway to mostly arid and mountainous Eritrea. 

Routes 

The country's only other port is at Assab, also ra Eritrea near its 
border with E^bouti. It, however, has no de^ water ber^. 

Beyond Massawa, thm are few alternative routes for emergency 
food aid. 

Another rebel group, the Tigre People's Liberation Front, cut the 
only highway from the capital north to Asmara a year ago. Sraie food 
coiUd be trucked in from.nd^bouring Sudan, but few veludes are 
available, the roads are terrible and, at least for now, all movements 
must be at night for fear of Ethiopnan air attai^. 

In this year's harvest failed in large p>art of Eritrea and Tigre 
provinces and, to a lesser extent, in WoUo and Gondor. What food 
stocks remain from a year ago are rapidly r unning out 

Some 25,000 refu|ees alr^y have fled Tigre into Sudan and United 
Nations and other aids officials expwn their number to grow as fi ghting 
halts food deliveries in northern Ethiopia.

Ceausescu was toppled and executed in December, 
tile former party o^y Sdnteia (spark) was renamed 
Aiiewarul (truth) and is no lon^ the park's voice. 

"The Communist Party is dead. It self-dissolved 
because of its close association with Cea u sescu's 
^raimical rule," interim President loo Iliescue said. 

In its reborn version, Adevarul calls itself an 
indepradent daily. It prints stories lambasting 
Ceausescu's harsh brand of Communism in a break 
with the old practice of glorifying the (Uctator. 

In Bulgaria, rivalries between readers of a new 
opposition daify. democra^, and those of the 
revamped Communist Party dwy apparently set ofi* 
a newspaper ^)at in February. 

In a commentary entitlec^ “Auto-da-fe — ^tb- 
out fire," the communist daily Rabotnichesko Ddo 
(Workers' Cause) acknowledge that many copies 
of the paper bought in Sofia in mid-February were 
tom up on the spot 

Democracy urged its readers not to tear up 
Rabotnichesko l^o, saying this was "uncivilized.^' 

It suggested that readers dissatisfied with the com- 
munist daily should mail it back to the editors. 

In Czediodovalda, editors of the Communist 
Party- daily apologired for spreading untruths, 
propaganda offensive lawg iia y against those 
who dared to deviate from the pa^ line in the ^ars 
before the leadership was oustra in November. 

“Serious politicaJ debate was abandoned in 
favour of personal attacks and scandalization of 
people wh^ opini^ r^ered from tiiose of the 
Gommunist leadership," said Zdenek Poiy bay. who 
became editor in January. 

For years, Rode Pravo attacked Vadav Havel 
and otiier prominent dissidents. Now Havel has

To totally 
submerge yourself into another 
character and experience life 
through it without having to risk 
the real-life consequences, is a 


cheap way to do things you 
would never dare to do your- 
self.”

Couriers strike 
gold in Europe 


Postal blues 


BRUSSELS: (UPI): Facsimile 
machines may have bitten into 
overnight Tnail services in the 
United States, but Europe's 
molasses-like postal systems 
have spawned a boomtime for 
couriers on the continent. 

Europeans use the fax. of 
course, for quick delivery of 
important business documents, 
but companies such as Federal 
Express and DHL are still soar- 
ing in the old world by delivering 
small parcels, and more mun- 
dane matters like birthday cards, 
in a timely fashion. 

"In Italy, Spain, Portugal and 
some other countries the ser\'ire 
is very slow aund very bad,” said 
Laura Mosca of the European 
Bureau of Consumer Unions. "1 
don't know if I want to send a 
letter from Milan to Brussels by 
post because it can take 20 days 
or even a month." 

Everyone in Europe, it seems, 
has a postal nightmare to tell." so 
the European express-mail 
industry hu turned those sleep- 
less nights into gold, grossing SI 7 
billion last year while handling 
some three billion items. 

Tremeiulous growth is expec- 
ted in upcoming years due to the 
12-nation European Economic 
Community's 1992 single- 
market programme. 


The community's antitrust 
laws allow ofOdals to intervene 
when nationalised monopolies 
are found to distort competition. 

'The postal services already 
have a netwoik in place, and can 
they really say they cannot com- 
pete with a private courier starting 
from scratch? We cannot buy 
that" the EEC official said. 

But postal services, in deeds if 
not explicitly in words, have been 
saying precisely that 

Italy's post^ service required 
courier companies to affix pos- 
tage stamps to thdr packa^ 
even thou^ the state agency did 
. nothing to help the parcel along. 
Holland adopted a law in 19 m 
setting minimum charges on 
deliveries by courier firms, con- 
veniently exempting the Dutch 
post office from, the floor price.

"A lot of companies are now 
looking at their European dis- 
tribution as one system rather 
than with distribution 

only on a national level,” said 
Michael Houthuys. a Brussels- 
based executive for TNT 
Skypack, which expKis annual 
growth of 30 percent in the early 
1990s. 

The trend has not gpne 
unnoticed among postal auth- 
orities in Italy, Holland and else- 
where, just as retaliatory 
measures taken by those officials 
have not escap^ the eyes of 
European Economic Commun- 
ity wat^dop. 

"The overnight delivery field 
in an area open to both national 
post offices and private (com- 
panies), and there is no reason to 
have a monop 9 ly in that ar^" 
said a competition official for' the 
12-nation EEC. 


The EEC executive commis- 
sions put an end to both practices 
in the past few months, following 
rimilar intervention in France, 
Belgium and West Germany. A 
compl^t against Danish postal 
authorities is also being probed. 

So the state postal services, 
described . as devious by 
Eurocrats in Bruseels, are trying 
to claw back into the overnight 
market the old-fashioned way: 
by earnestly competing in the 
marketplace. 


A new overnight delivery firm. 
Unipost, was formed last year 


with start-up capital from 21 
postal admiiustrations, indud- 
mg most of the 12 EEC systems. 

"The courier services in 
Europe prospered due to the 
mcapability of postal authorities 
to respond to the marketplace. 
We are very much a reactioa to 
that,'* said Unipost marketing 
director Pietemella de Jong. 

"We were created to make 
postd authorities more respon- 
sive to market demand,” she 
"The post offices have ^- 
ally come to the realisation that 
the market fa truly globalised, 
that they are no longer a local 


concern. 

Unipost uses existing facilities 
of the national postal services, 
but hopes to "streamline the 
actual management of those 
fadlities,” De Jong said.

CAMDEN, New Jersey, (UPI): 
Playwright Joseph Walker is 
caught in a black and white 
catcb-22. 

Although his critically 
acclaimed play "The River 
Niger”won five major drama 
awards, inriuding the Tony and 
the Obie in 1974. the black 
playwri^t and actor hasn't had 
much success since then in get- 
ting his works produced in main- 
stream theatres. 

Those who give money to fund 
theatre productions perpetuate 
established white institutions, 
chargtoi Walker, a bearded man 
v/ith chissled facial features and 
long, expressive fingers.

The answer? More black 
theatrical institutions.

"The reason I'm not rollmg in 
dough with the impact of my 
play writing fa simply because we 
have one totally profe»ional 
equity acting company in the 
United States that's black." 
Walker. 54, said. 

“That’s the Negro Ensemble 
Oimpany (in Ncw York), “he 
said.

The answer fa black 
institutions. I preach that all the 
time. We need more black 
theatre."

Walker and actress Roxie 
Roker, best known as Helen 
Willis, the black wife of the 
interracial couple on “The Jef- 
fersons" television series, are co- 
starring in a new production of 
Walker's play "The River 
Niger. ” which opened lat week at 
Rutgers for a 13-performance 
run. 

The production marks Walk- 
er's first appearance in his own 
play, which depicts a black 
fainily in conflict between gen- 
erations, sexes, friends and 
itoilosophtes, yet held together 
by the bonds of love, respon- 
sibility and family. 

Most playwrights make the 
bulk of their money through 
stock and amateur rights after 
their play leaves Broadway.

American 
personal 
income up 


WASHINGTON. March 2, 
(AP): Personal income, boosted 
in part by a federal employee pay 
raise, rose O.S per cent in January 
while consumer spending 
increased 0.6 per cent, the gover- 
nment reported yesterday. 

Consumer spending is wat- 
ched closely as a baroroetre of 
economic health because it 
accounts for about twc-thirds of 
the nation's economic activity. 

The commerce department 
said incomes totalled a season- 
ally adjusted annual rate of $4.60 
trillion aHer rising O.S per cent in 
December. 

“The January increase was 
boosted by cost-of-living adjust- 
ments to several federal transfer 
payment prognimmes and by a 
pay raise for i^eraJ government 
employees.” the department 
said. 

The 3.6 per cent federal pay 
raise added S3.S billion at an 
annual rate to government 
payrolls. 

The January income boost was 
offset somewhat by an increase in 
person^ contributions forsodal 
insurance programmes and by a 
decrease in subsidy payments to 
farmers. 

■ Consumer spending totalled a 
seasonally adjusted annual' rate 
of $3.60 trillion following a 0.6 
percent gain in December. 

The report showed that 
Americans' incomes aAer taxes 
rose 0.9 per cent, up from 
December's 0.4 per cent gain. 

Americans' savings rale, sav- 
ings as a per cent of disposable 
income, rose 5.9 per cent against 
December's 5.5 ;«rcent. 

The key component of the 
income category, wages and 
salaries, edged up SI 6.2 billion in 
January following a 16.8 bilUon 
gain in December. 

Payrolls at manufacturing 
companies, hit hardest by the 
Federal Reserve's high-interest 
policies, fell $2.

Islamic states to set up group 


Barter deals to expand IPPI 


ALGIERS, March 2, (Reuter): lalnmir 
states will set up a group to study wara of 
expanding barter deals amntig th«wn , 
Islamic Development Bank (IDB) 
president Ahmed. Mohammed All said 
yesterday. 

He told a news conference after the 
IDB's annual board of governors meeting 
that inter-lslamic trade should be 
increased. 

“The size of Islamic trade is much lower 
than it should be. We must use all possible 
means to increase this trade, and counter^ 
trade is one of these means,” he sakL 

Countertrade inclti^ strai^t barter 
deals, agreements for barter trade over a 
set period of time and counterpurchase 
^greementt in wfaidi importing and expor- 
ting coimtries exchange goods worth a set 
value. 

These formulas enable poorer Islamic 
states to import goods without using up 


scarce hard currency reserves. 

Mohammed Aii said - the IDB had 
derided after a seminar on the subject on 
Wednesday to form a working group that 
would draw up recommendations for 
member states. 

The governors reviewed IDB accounts 
for the Uamic year- 1409 (1988-89), during 
w^b it approved Bnmice to member 
states worth a tot^ of $874 million. 

On Thursday Mohammed Ali signed a 
$2.5 million pant to Mauritania to repair 
damage cau^ riots last ApriL and a 
$4.5 million loan to h^ger to csqiand a 
hospital. 

Algerian Prime Minister Mouloud 
Hamrow^ told the opening se»on of 
governors of the Islamic Devdopnrat 
Bank (IDB), whidi groups 45 countries, 
that profound ct^ges swcqring Europe 
should lead Islamic states to rethink ways 
of protectiiig tbear interests.
